The reason the abolition 
off the duty on binder twine raised the 
price of that commodity, Mr. Nolan 
explained was because the industry 
was not able to stand by jtself and 
the abolition threw the market open 
to the United: States. It was an in- 
dustry which without protection, can- 
not exist.

THE ST. ALBERT MEETING. 
A meeting in the interests of the 
candiature of R. B. Bennett, and ad- 
dressed by him, was held at St. Alber‘ 
A. L. Sifton, of 
Calgary, spoke on behalf of Mr. Oliver. 
D. Maloney presided over the meetinyr 
whieh was well attended. Mr. Ben- 
nett opened the meeting, speaking at 
considerable length, and touching on 
mainly the same subjects dealt with at 
his meeting bere. His address did net 
contain quite as many fiery charges 
as did those delivered in the earlier 
part of the campaign. The audience 
gave a most respectful hearing, and 
tha meeting throughout was free from 
disturbance: Mr. Sifton in his reply 
took Mr. Bennett’s speech and picked 
iti apart statement by - statement 
clauses by clause, until not a single 
argument that had been advanced by 
Mr. Bennett remained - unanswered. 
Qoal ofl, he pointed out, was as cheap 
as when the conservatives went out 
of power.

“Is thait an indication that the 
country is prospering ?”’, he asked, and 
the answer was an outburst of ay- 
Taking up the question . 02 
binder twine briefly, fer the time in 
which, he had to speak was limited, he 
showed that the output of the peni+ 
tiertiaries was only z per cbnt o% the 
consumption in Canada, and that the 
parties to whom the government sold 
the twine soid it at a fraction more 
than} they paid for it.

The Valleyfield strike was due to the 
fact that The Montreal Cotton com- 
pany is building: a new mili there, and 
the laborers employed in! the prepara- 
tion work for its construction asked 
for, an increase of:wages from ia dollar 
tol a dollar and a quarter a day, The 
company mfused to accede to the de-

mand, because the men accompanied it 
with threats of vieience. They have 
succeeded in preventing any further 
work going on outside, and they are 
now attempting to prevent the run- 
ing’ of the mills, where there are some 
8,000 employees who are not on strike. 
Last] nighit the supply of coal for the 
working of the mill was nearly ex- 
hausted and during the night an eny 
deavor was mada to get! in| more coal, 
The strikers, however, succeeded in 
preventing this. There are some 250 
men around the mill (this morning. 
preventing anything going in or out; 
The result is ‘that, beimg unable to get 
cOal in, thie portion of the works knowy 
as the bleathery has been enitirely clos- 
ed, and the employees are consequently 
thrown out. (The town) council of Val- 
leyfield made ain offer to employ the 
strikers on the drainage works which 
are now in progress there, but the 
men declined ti accept empioyment 
from the council. ‘A meeting was held 
last} night, at which’ the strikers still 
insisbel upon being employed by the 
company att a dollar and a quanter 
a day, and they repeated their pre- 
vious declaraltion that they. would pre- 
venti the mill from running until their 
demands were complied with. It was 
then decided to call out the militia, 

As reported in the despatches in Fri- 
day’s Bulletin, trouble was precipitat- 
ed by the arrival of the militia, from 
Montreal. The troops charged the 
mob, and. a free fight ensued in which 
several of the soldiers aind a numberof 
the mob were injured. 

On; examineftion of the weunded sol- 
diers it was decided it would be neces- 
sary for six only to be returned to 
Mortreal, the wounds of the remain- 
ing soldiers being of a slight nature, 
not _reventted them from attending to 
their duties, The six injured men 
were mostly cut about the head, due 
to. stones hurled at them by the mb, 
Two men arrested for being active par- 
ticipants inthe disturbances of last 
bight: were removed ‘to the county jail 
al{ Beamharnois.

Every male person shall be qualifi- 
ek to vote at the election of a mem- 
ber unter this act who, not being an 
Indian, is a British subject and of the 
full age of twenty-one years, and has 
resided in the Northwest Territories 
for at least twelve months, and in ths 
electoral district for at least three 
months immediately preceding the: is- 
sue of the writ of election, 

If any elector finds that his name 
is not/ on the voters’ list off the [polling 
division to which he belongs, he may 
apply to the enumerator, not later 
tham two days before the polling day, 
to have his name added to the said 
list, + 

Each elector may vote only at one 
polling station and for one candidate 
within the same electoral district. 

The elector will go inito one of the 
compartments and with a black lead 
pencil there provided place’ a cross} in 
the white space containing the name 
of the candidate for whom, he votes,

The elector shali then fold the bal- 
loli Paper sO as to show a portioniof the 
back only, with the initials of the de- 
puty returning officer thereon and the 
number on the counterfoil, and also 
in such a manner as to permit the 
countecfoil *o be detached without un- 
folding the ballot. paper; he shall then 
return the ballot paper so folded to 
the deputy returning officer, who 
Shall place it in the batiot hoxy after 
having detached the counterfoil. The 
elector shall then forthwith quietly 
leave the polling station, 

if an eiector inadvertently spoils a 
ballot Paper he may return it ta the 
Propen Olticer, who, om being satisfied

If an elector votes for more candi-
